EU E. Judd, woll-known amODg the 
older genoration of Antioch and vic- 
inity, passed away on Sunday morn- 
ing, February 10th, at tile hospital at 
at the National Old Soldiers' homo at 
Milwaukee, Wis., at which homo ho 
had spent the past seven years. 
"EU B. Judd was the son of Artemaa 
W. and Hannah Halliday Judd, and 
was horn~in BrockvUIe, Ontario, .Can- 
ada, in 1833, and when at a very small 
ago came to live on a farm on the 
boundary Une of llUnola and Wiscon- 
sin, north of Anitoch. 

During the great California gold 
rush found Ell Judd, at the age of 19, 
in California. At the outbreak of t-u 
Civil war ho joined a California regl- 
nemt under which ho served' three 
years. He returned to IlUnola and 
was made Sergeant In the Illinois 153 
Yolunteera for a period of one year. 

In ISGC Ell E. Judd was united in 
marriage to Miss Claro Barnes of An- 
tioch, who stiU sun-ives to mourn his 
loss. To this couple were born four 
children, Mrs. Mary Hinds of Wlnno- 
peg, Canada, Mrs. Grace Barber of 
Kenosha, Mrs. Maude Woodard of 
Grand View, Wis., and Pitt P. Judd, 
deceased, Mr. Judd also leaves four 
grandchUdren, Mrs. Ray Allen. Francis 
and Banks Barber and Hazel Cleary, 
all of Kenosha and ono brother, Arte- 
maa Judd of Florida. 

The funeral sor\'lces were held on 
Monday afternoon at the Antioch 
Methodist church, and Interment was 
at HlllBido cemetery.

LIVESTOCK SHOWS BENEFIT 

OF YEARS OF IMPROVEMENT 

That the livestock Industry of tho 
United States has henoflttod by the 
many years of effort toward Improve- 
ment was brought out recently In a 
statement made by Dr. John R. Moh- 
ler, chief of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. He called attention to tho fact 
that In this country nearly all the Im- 
portant breeds of livestock of all 
kinds are being grown and that many 
(breeds have been developed hero to 
n state nearer perfection than In any 
other country. In addition to growing 
ithe cattle, hogs, sheep, horaea, goats, 
[and poultry, American farms grow all 
I tho food needed and a surplus for ex- 
' port, a condition found In a few well- 
populated countries. 
I Among other things Hated as con- 
Itrlbutlng to tho high standing of this 
large Industry are cow-testing assocl- 
, tlons, which now number G27; bull as- 
Isoclations, numbering 21S; means for 
controlling or eradicating every Im- 
portant dlsenso of farm animals; free- 
dom from dangerous plagues which 
exist in many foreign couutrlea; more 
than 33,000 herds of cattle omdally 
declared free of tuberculosis; and 
more than 12,000 stock growers who 
have agreed to use nothing but puro- 
hrod sires of aU kinds of animals on 
tlieir farms. 

I Dr. Mohlor also called attention to 
i our. highly developed meatinspectlon 
■ service, which Is favorably rocognlz- 
od by all foreign countries and which 
has had much to do with tho develop- 
ment of tho meat Industry In thi.s 
country* He said that we have one- 
fourth of the world's dairy cattle, and 
although wo have only ono-fllxteenth 
of tho world's population we use prac- 
tically aU of tho dairy products pro- 
duced hero.

The Runyard petition was the first 
filed in the states attorney race and 
gets the top place on the ballot In that 
class. The petition of Col. Smith was 
filed Immediately after that of Run- 
yard. Attorneys James Welch, Wm. 
Deane and Harold Hanson have an- 
nounced their Intention of tossing 
their hats In tlie ring. 

A formal announcement of their 
candidacy for state's attorney was 
made by Welch, Hanson and Deane, 
their petitions being handled In tho 
■county now.

Wllmot for circuit clrek. 

The two ofllces are now held by 
Brockway but because of a new divi- 
sion on account of population tlio of- 
fices will be separate, The tWQ Pt- 
fices became separato when the popu- 
lation of Lake county became larger 
than GO.OOO.

The National Shoe Retailers Asso- 
ciation Is 'meeting this week at tho 
Coliseum In Chicago, The convention 
dpened on Monday,' Feb. 11, and closed 
Thursday, Feb. 14th. 

In these four days were crowded in- 
tensified instruction, talks, exhibits 

and general debates on the objective 
of this large association, mainly "get- 
ting more shoes sold right," not only 
"more" but "right," sold for the right 
purpose, to the right wearer, in the 
right fitting, for tho right price, at 
the right profit. This is the great 
problem of the retail shoe merchants; 
the basic problem upon which depends 
the progress of the entire allied In- 
dustries relating to shoes and leatlier, 
their production and distribution. 

Tho convention Is to be a four-day 
shop talk. Only three speakers out- 
side of the craft will be heard and 
each member attending Is supposed 
to give and receive ideas on the craft. 
J. Wilson McGee, manager of the Chi- 
cago Footwear Co. store in Antloch, 
Is In attendance at the show and 
hopes to receive many good pointers 
for the benefit of bis trade. 

At the convention every known style 
will be displayed and a special com- 
mittee, known as the style committee, 
will select from each line one domi- 
nant style. An award of merit will be 
placed upon this leading style. 

One of the most Important subjects 
Is the demonstrations and talks by the 
Harvard Bureau of Business Research. 
Twelve members of the bureau will 
be at the show, and each member will 
run a "class room," equipped with 
desks and chairs, where the retail 



merfhant will be the only pupil, and

PREVENTION OF LOSSES IN 

YOUNG PIQ3 

More than SG per cent of tho sprlnff 
crop of pigs died before weaning tlmo, 
according to a recent study made by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture In cooperation with the 
State colleges on 168 farms in Indi- 
ana, IllinolB and Iowa. A total of 18,- 
837 pigs were farrowed on theso 
farms In the spring and 0,749 of them 
died before weaning. The heaviest 
loss was 2,844, killed by being over- 
laid. Losses from this catiso could 
have been greatly diminished by us- 
ing guard rallsB and less bedding In 
tho farrowing pens. 

Pigs dead wiien farrowed number- 
ed 1,373. Use of better breeding 
stock and better feeding of tho sows 
would have aided materially In pre- 
venting this loss as well as the 571 
that were farrowed weak. Better 
bousing and better care would havo 
saved 405 that were chilled.

ARBOR PAY BECOMES OCCASION 
FOR COMMUNITY IMPROVEMENT 
Arbor Day has become aaaoclated 
all over the United States with patrio- 
tic and esthetic as well as economic 
Ideas. It Is at once a means of doing 
practical good to the community and 
an incentivo to civic betterment, says 
the United States Department oE Ag- 
riculture. The planting of trees by 
school children is usually accompani- 
ed by ceremonies Intended both to Im- 
press upon those present the beauty 
of trees and their effect in Improving 
the appearance of school grounds, 
streets parks, and highways and to 
lead them to a realization of the val- 
ue of community national foresight. - 
The time of observance of Arbor 
Day varies greatly In different states 
and countries, being determined some 
what by the climatic conditions. 
Sometimes a day which is already a 
holiday Is selected, as In Alabama and 
Texas, where Wa.shIngton's birthday 
has been chosen. In many states of 
'the Union it Is combined with "bird 
day." In general the date is early in 
■;( the year In the south and Is sot furth- 
■\ er along toward summer In the more 
\ northern states, beginning in Febru- 
lary and ending In May. More than 
Vhalf the states have enacted a law for 
' ilic observance of the day. 

*\planting of trees on Arbor Day can 
Pfpvide a direct economic resource 
on\y In comparatively treeless regions 
or where wlndbrakes and timber and 
fu(?l\ for the home and neighborhood 
uso'.Vre needed. Forest plantations 
who3^ chlof purpose la the raising of 
tinibet of commercial uae or the pro- 
tectio'tt of watersheds upon which 
cities imd towns depend for their wat- 
er supply must be loft to foresters. 
However,, yearly plantings accompanl- 
otl by appropriate exercises serve to 
serve tokeep the people continually 
remindod'bf the value and ncce.islty 
of the work of the foresters, and they 
have such 'a fnr-reaching effect on the 
community '.spirit and through that on 
an economic and social betterment 
that no community can afford to ne- 
glect Arlijor Day. 

An even more Important lesson— 
the damago done to our natural parka 
and wooda by the thoughtless and ael- 
hah vandal— may bb taught through 
a judicious oliHorvanco of the day. 
"VVhat firo is to the forest, this marau- 
der iH to the community park and the 
woodlands In the destruction of orna- 
montnl trees and Hhruhs. The nation- 
al and State Governments aro using 
every posalblo means to educate the 
public in the care of the forest, whose 
relation to tho welfare oi man la be- 
coming more and bettor understood 
with every posBlDg year of education 
and cooperation.
